these precincts is to be disregarded, 
even the vote of one elector, why can- 
not other mistakes be permitted to 
occur in other counties and precincts 
and thus the will 
of the voters be 


thwarted ~nd confusion result? 


"It is the duty of the Democratic 


and Republican state central commit- 
tees to take immediate steps to have 
these mistakes corrected even if the 
aid of the courts mutt be Invoked, i 
otherwise the secretary of state may. 
deem it his duty to withhold certifi- 
cates of election to presidential elec-' 
tors in order that an evil precedent 
may not be'established."

BUILDING ROAD CULVERTS.

Thre* FunHamentai Requirements Nee- ' 


essary In Construction. 


A recent, bulletin of the American ! 


Highway association contains some in- 
structions on culvert building which ; 
nre of value to the maker of roads. : 


in building a culvert the roud builder ' 
must observe three fundamental re- j 
quirerneiits:

First.—The culvert must be so placed i 


that it will drain across the road and : 
under the road, of course, nil the wa- j 
ter that is delivered to it by tlie side i 
ditch alonjr Ihe road.

frost will not injure it, the surround- 
ing or superincumbent earth will not 
slide down into Ihe dllch in front of 
the 
opening, and. with the further i 


necessary work of keeping the feed- 
ing ditches clear, the culvert: will be '. 
nble to take cure of all the wnter 
alongside the road.

Third.—The culvert must be made so i 


strong that: it will not break and so 
'tip-lit that: it: will not leak. 
These 


nims can be nltained by building the 
culvert: of masonry, of concrete or of 
good jiiping. The material to be used 
must, be determined by the relative 
cost, of the several materials at the 
locality whore Ihe culvert is to be. 
built and by the dislance from the. 
top of the culvert to the surface of Ibe 
road.
